THE IRISH REVIVAL. 


Great Awakening in the North of Ireland. 
Physical ana — Phenomena, 


Cunespondence of the New York Ch Chronicle, 
July 1830, 
As I see some statements in relation to the 
great religious excitement in Ireland which are 
not very accurate, | will devote the whole of 
this letter to that subject, and will lay before 
yours readers as accurate a view of it as I can 
gather from the | published documents withiu my | 
reach. I do this the more readily, as it is, by 
the confession of all, the most wonderful re- 
ligious movement in "the Church's history in 
modern times. e has been nothing like it 
in the past. It is changing the social, the men- 
moral aspects of society where it pre- 

vails ; and onward the tide of holy influence is 
rolling with increasing power 

This work, at pre. con is confined to the 
North of Ireland. It extends over five conn- 
ties in that part of the island. Belfast,. Cole- 
raine and Londonderry are the centre of its in- 
flaence, though not of its origin; but the small 
towns and villages for miles around are under 
its power. There is nothing impassioned, ex- 
citable or 418 in the character of the 
people. Unlike the Celts of the South and West. 
— are full of these elements, they are the de- 
scendants of the men of the “English ale, 
and exhibit many of the features of the Saxon 
character. Itisthe stronghold of the Protes- 
tant influence, and Presbyterianism ig the pre- 
valent ecclesiastical element among the dissi- 
dents from the Church. The latter has great 
weight; the churches of the body are numer- 
ous ; the ministers men of menta power and 
rich and varied culture. Nothing can be fur- 
ther from enthusiasm than the ministry of these 
men.

Every place of worship is opened 
almost from morning till night. Only the other 
day the beautiful Botanic Gardens at Belfast 
were visited by about forty thousand people, 
who in different groups spent the — in va- 
rious acts of religious services. A week or two 
ago the new court house at Coleraine was to be 
opened to the people. Arrangements were 
made for celebrating the event in the usual man- 
ver. As the day apor ached no one could be 
found to open or attend the ball. Meetings for 
prayer were proposed, They were hailed by 
the community, and the place was crowded 
from morning till night by thousands of devout 
and — persons, Over the whole popu- 
lation a deep — absorbing religious feeling is 
spread. Trade isinterrupted. Mills sometimes 
caunot go on. Editors apologize now and then 
to their readers that their paper is delayed on 
this account, and markets are scarcely attended 
—-while railway directors are 338 on special 
trains, and allowing to run , for 
the convenience of parties attending religious 
from a distance.
